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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e. results in a claim which is not a proper process under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for 
example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App.1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claims 1-11 provides for the use of a support, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

5. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation 
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that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection 
desired. See-MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences in Ex parte Wu 9 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to 
where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that 
this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature 
introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore 
not required, or (b) a required feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex 
parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); 
and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 12 recites 
the broad recitation "at least 65%", and the claim also recites "preferably 70%" and "most 
preferably 80%" which are narrower statements of the range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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7. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lieberman (USPN 
3,554,786.) Lieberman teaches a paper substrate coated with a lightweight coating comprising a 
mixture of a water-soluble proteinaceous binder and an elastomeric latex to a thickness of 0.5-2 
mils {reads upon claimed coating weight), wherein Lieberman specifically teaches an example 
comprising a pigment-free composition consisting of about 75wt% SBR (156 pts of 48% solids) 
and 25wt% a water-soluble binder (2 5 Opts of 10% aquasol of ammonium caseinate) coated on a 
paper substrate (Entire document, example 1.) 

8. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e) as being anticipated by King 
et al (US 2002/0089568.) King et al teach a recording material comprising a paper substrate, a 
pigment layer, and a sealing layer comprising polymer particulate such as an SBR latex, and a 
water-soluble polymer binder in a coating weight of about 3 to about 50 g/m 2 , wherein the ratio 
of the particulate to the water-soluble binder is between 1 0: 1 to 1 : 1 , and the coated paper may be 
subjected to a calender or supercalender treatment (wherein the sealing layer taught by King et al 
reads upon the claimed pigment-free composition with about 3 g/m 2 reading on the claimed 2 
g/m 2 ; Abstract; 0016-0020, 0040, 0042.)
